•ystem may be made compulsory in 
Appleton if the Peterson bill now be- 
fore the Wii»eon*ln )»gfc<'ahjre J« en- 
acted 
into law. according to word 


from Madison. The Peterson bill pro- 
vides for uniform school administra- 
tion in the state, divorce of school 
boards from the common council and 
•flection of school officers directly by 
the people in general elections. The 
hill also would give the school board 
power to levy taxea within certain 
limits, power to raise more taxes if 
approved at a referendum and abso- 
lute control of school finances without 
recourse to the city administration. 


The most drastic change, so far as 


Appleton is concerned, wonld be elim- 
ination of the several school boards 
and the creation of one board of not 
more than seven 
members. 
They 


would be elected at the spring munici- 
pal ejections instead of at school 
meetings attended only by persons in- 
terested enough In school affairs to 
attend these gatherings.

Enactment of that bill into law un- 


doubtedly would create a rather diffi- 
cult situation here, making necessary 
an agreement on pooling school re- 
sources. School districts now are own- 
ers of their school property and'it un- 
doubtedly would be hard to determine 
the benefits mad damages according to 
each district if consolidation is or- 
dered. 


Other changes prorlded for hi the 


bill would not seriously affect Apple- 
ton. 
The school districts now deter- 


mine the school budget and it is prac- 
tically ine-mntmnt on the common 
council to include that budget in the 
tax levy. There is no disposition on 
the part of the city administration 
here to dictate school pottcJcs or to de- 
termine bow the district money shall 
be spent. 


Placing absohrts ouutiul of school 


policies in the hands of the school 
board, however, might possibly do 
away with controversy between the 
board and the council over expansion 
of the school system. Disagreement 
over construction of junior 
high 


schools here was an example of dual 
control over school affairs. There is 
nothing in the bill, however, according 
to 
information 
here, which takes 


away the counclTs authority to with- 
hold its approval to bonding the city 
for school purposes.

The eourt says thai to 


enforce the law -'would be the exact 
equivalent of an effort to carry out 
a statute which in its terms merely pen- 
alized and punished all acts dKrimental 
to the public interest!. wh*n unjust and 
unreasonable in the estimate of a court 
and jury." In other words, the statute 
fixes no aacertaxnabte standard of guilt. 
Jt has the effect of empowering a court 
and jury to make criminal law as ft pleas- 
es to nt a particular set of facts. It is 
obvious that a law of this kind is against 
public policy for the reason that no per- ^ 
son could tell or have any means of dis-' 
covering whether He was committing » 
violation. 


The decision of the supreme court- an- 


nuls some 2,300 prosecutions. 
Where 


fines were imposed they will have to be 
remitted, which means that the entire 
campaign of the government against profi- 
teering, so far as punishment is eon- 
ocrned. was futile. 
If it was the govern- 


ment's purpose to force prices down as 
an incident to prosecutions, it is possible 
there may have been some results in this 
respect, although it is not apparent.

act w«s an ill-advised piece of legislation. • 
Having failed to accomplish the purposes 
for which it was intended, it has had the 
injurious effect of pointing the finger of 
distrust at the merchant body as a whole. 


t Without doubt there has been profiteer- 
ing here and there, but in comparison 
with tbe total number of persons engaged 
in commerce and trade and in compari- 
son with the total number of transactions 
the offense was limited to small propor- 
tions. 
The mere fact- that prices "were 


high was in itself no proof of profiteering. 
The inflation as a whole was entirely 
natural, and in fact an economic result of • 
the war. It had its favorable as well as 
its unfavorable consequences, and in the 
average they hit everyone in about the 
same degree. 


In looking back over the campaign, it is
